At the beginning of the present century, a small band of ninety 
Italian Catholic families from the Vine Street area journeyed each 
Sunday to the Church of the Most Precious Blood at Fourteenth and 
Seybert Streets in order to fulfill their religious obligations. Hard- 
ships such as distance and lack of transportation prompted these 
people to seek permission for a parish of their own. Leaders of this 
movement were Domenico Sticia, Pietro Frasca, Giovannibatista 
Sabia, Domenico Cusatis, Micaele Yaccino, Saverio Piccino, Saverio 
Senape, Giuseppe Veach, Felice Zullo, and others whose names are 
unknown to us. Their desire was fulfilled when in 1909 the 
ecclesiastical authorities granted permission for a new parish and 
named Rev. Dominic Landro its first pastor. 


Father Landro's first concern was to build a church. Ground was 
broken and while the church was under construction, Mass was 
celebrated in the basement of a building owned by Nicolo Matz at 
Fourteenth and Vine Streets. At present this building is the residence 
of the DeGregorio Family. In the first group of altar boys were Neil 
Cusatis now living in Freeland, Francis Palermo now in Frackville, 
Anthony Sabia, Anthony and Girard Stish and Harry Green--all of 
Hazleton. 


When the lower part of the church was completed in 1909, Father 
Landro immediately began the celebration of Mass and the ad- 
ministration of the sacraments. According to the records, the first 
baptism that of John Lapetina took place on October 31, 1909. The 
first marriage in the register is that of Ralph Yannuzzi and Victoria 
Cammarano on November 5, 1909. The second marriage took place 
on December 26 of the same year between Benjamin Zanei and 
Victoria Tamone. Mrs. Zanei still active in church affairs, now resides 
at 629 West Eleventh Street. 


When the church was completed, the late Bishop Michael Hoban 
dedicated it in mid August of 1910 under the title of Santa Maria 
Incoronata. At this time the parish numbered two hundred and fifty 
familes. For seven years Father Landro labored untiringly among the 
souls of the new parish. When he died in 1916, a new pastor in the 
person of Rev. Lino Cembran assumed the parochial duties. 


It was the immediate wishof Father Cembran to provide the small 
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congregation with a rectory and cemetery. For the rectory, he pur- 
chased the property adjacent to the church; and for the cemetery, a 
plot of ground located at Twenty-Second and Grant Streets. So loved 
was he by his flock that the good Father Lino is remembered still with 
affection and reverence by those who knew him. 

On July 22, 1922, Rev. Joseph Gotti became the pastor of St. 
Mary's Incoronata. At the very beginning of his pastorate, Father Gotti 
found himself facing a serious problem: the little church could no 
longer accomodate the rapid growing parish of some four hundred 
families. In 1925, therefore, the original Santa Maria Incoronata 
church was moved to the rear of the property and construction of the 
new church was begun in the spring of 1926. Those who served on 
the Building Committee were August Bangor, Aniello Carrato, 
Michael Charlutz, John Lotito, Bridget Senape and those of happy 
memory, namely, Carmen DeLucca, Joseph Fluri, James Lettiere, 
Attorney Pasco Schiavo and Joseph Veach. 


Because of financial difficulties flowing from the economic 
conditions at that time, the church was not completed until 1932. 
Church services were held in the church basement which was com - 
pleted in 1926 by Contractor Orazio Santipoli. During these difficult 
times, Father Gotti received from his good parishioners every possible 
support. Some even made the heroic sacrifice of mortgaging their 
homes to secure sufficient funds for the completion of the church. The 
beautiful Romanesque -styled edifice that now gloriously decorates the 
corer of Twelveth and Vine Streets was dedicated on October 10, 
1932 by the late Bishop Thomas O'Reilly. At that time settling a 
dispute which had arisen concerning the title of the church, Bishop 
O'Reilly officially designated it as Our Lady of Grace Church. 


Under the zealous Father Gotti, the parish continued to grow. It 
was soon realized that he must have help. The Bishop of Scranton 
assigned to him Rev. Mark Mecca (1938-1940). Father Mecca was 
followed by Rev. Joseph Ferrese (1940-1943) who in turn was replaced 
by Rev. Gerald Conahan (1945-1946). All these priests contributed 
greatly to the advancement of the parish. 


During the years, Father Gotti and his assistants worked untiringly 
to reduce the debt of the church. On December 12, 1943, Father Gotti 
announced to his people that the church was finally free of debt.

Among the pastoral dreams of Father Gotti was 
the presence of Nuns in the parish who would assist 
the priests in teaching Christian Doctrine to the 
children. He began to realize this dream in 1945, when 
he purchased the house across from the church in 
view of a convent for the Nuns. 


On December 6, 1945, the Author and Giver of 
life gave eternal rest to Father Gotti.

During the twenty-three years of his pastorate, 
Father Gotti endeared himself to both clergy and laity 
by his unswerving zeal, his humble simplicity, his un- 
ostentatious charity and his strong and pleasant 
priestly personality. The memory of this zealous 
pastor is cast in bronze in the plaque erected in the 
church vestibule by his successor Rev. Francis Mussari.

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Father Mussari came to the parish in January of 
1946, from Lattimer Mines. Beginning with a parish 
census to appraise himself of the condition of the 
parish, he launched a program of parochial improve - 
ment and expansion, typical of the pastoral dynamism 
of the man. 


Another Sunday Mass was added; old societies 
were reorganized, new ones formed; the hall and base- 
ment of the church were painted; a balcony was in- 
stalled in the church with the generous support of the 
Mother of Grace Social Club. The cemetery was re-

conditioned and property was purchased across from 
the rectory. The spiritual life of the parish developed 
apace as can be seen by the increase of souls at Mass 
and the Sacraments. Several of the parish youth 
received the call to the religious life. To accomodate 
the growing number of people at Sunday Mass, another 
Mass was added. Father Mussari's assistant during this 
period was Rev. Arthur Ferrari. In June of 1947, a sec- 
ond assistant, Rev. Ralph Caglioti, was sent to help in 
the discharge of parochial duties. At this time, the 
chaplaincy of St. Joseph's Hospital was given to the 
priests of the parish. 
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At the close of World War II, the homecoming soldiers were 
organized to form the Catholic War Veterans Post 1590. The Veterans 
Organization aided greatly in promoting youth activities in the 
parish. It was this organization that gave the parish a magnificent 
playground. Another accomplishment of the War Vets was the erection 
and dedication of a memorial in honor of all the war dead of the 
parish. This majestic monument stands in the center of the parish 
cemetery. 


A major concern in the program of expansion was the school and 
the coming of the Nuns. In 1949, Father Mussari began to remodel 
the proposed convent and just before Christmas of the same year, the 
Daughters of Mercy with Sister M. Martha as Superior established 
residence at 745 North Vine Street. 


There were changes in the personnel working with Father Mussari. 
In March of 1950, Father Cagliotti was sent to Assumption Church in 
Jessups. Under his capable direction, the choir reached unprecedented 
heights in the field of church music. In August of the same year, 
Father Ferrari's appointment to the Most Precious Blood Church 
appeared in the Catholic Light. His genuine priestliness and his self- 
less service to the souls in his care have left an indelible mark in 
the parish. The Rev. Anthony Noviello was sent to replace Father 
Ferrari. 


ef 
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Rev. Anthony Noviello and Rev. Anthony Marra (1951) came to 
the parish to help Father Massari furtherhis program of expansion. The 
property adjacent to the rectory was purchased and plans for the new 
school and rectory were being formulated. 


It was Father Mussari's conviction that a parochial school should 
stand in the shadow of the parish church. Driven by this conviction, 
he worked vigorously to make the school a reality. On Sunday, March 
14, 1953, ground was broken for the new building. In this undertaking, 
the pastor was aided most generously by his loyal parishioners who 
not only doubled their Sunday contributions, but voluntarily donated 
sums of money totalling thousands of dollars. God blessed their 
sacrifices with one of the most modern schools in the Scranton 
Diocese. On November 15, 1953, the late Bishop Hafey dedicated the 
new school to the Mother of God. Classes began the following day and 
in a period of seven years, the enrollment increased to approximately 
four hundred students. 


While the new school was under construction, Father Mussari 
received permission to begin work on the new rectory. In June of 1953, 
the pastor with his two assistants evacuated the old rectory. Father 
Noviello was temporarily assigned to Holy Trinity Slovak Church, this 
city, from where he was later sent to Sayre, Pennsylvania. The 
parishioners will long remember the zealous efforts and priestly work 
of Father Noviello. The salvation of souls was always of paramount 
importance during his service at Our Lady of Grace Parish.

Six months later, on December 15, 1953, Father Mussari and 
Father Marra moved into the new rectory. They were joined by an- 


a Tor ie. other assistant, Rev. Frank Cortese in September of 1954. 


The parish continued to grow. School enrollment was constantly 


~~ increasing. Sister Superior M. Martha was replaced by Sister M. 


Cecilia in August of 1955. More teaching Sisters came to the parish 

to take care of the growing number of classes. The pastor and his 
parishioners realized that the need for a bigger convent to accomodate 
the Sisters was imperative. In November of 1957, the convent was 
enlarged and completely renovated. 


Father Mussari knew that his program of expansion and improve - 
ment was not finished. The corner property adjacent to the convent 
was purchased in 1958. A shrine dedicated to Our Lady of Fatima will 
soon beautify this corner. His administrative qualities againcame to the 
fore when his zeal for the House of the Lord urged Father Mussari to 
renovate the church and build a new sacristy. These projects were completed in November Of19577 


In October of the same year, Father Cortese was sent to Sacred Heart Church, Peckville, 
Pennsylvania. He was replaced by Rev. Michael Penn, a native of this parish. The priestly efforts 
of Father Cortese will long remain in the hearts of the parishioners he served for five years. 


Thus, we bring to culmination the glorious account of this golden epoch. Our hearts swell with 
reverential pride as we survey the spiritual and material increment of Our Lady of Grace Parish. 
Fifty years ago, a small group of stalwart men, fired with a lively faith in and love for God, were 
willing to face unimaginable difficulties and hardships in order to erect a fitting edifice to worship 
God. Today, these men, whether they be in heaven or on earth, are enjoying the sight of their labors 
blossoming forth in full bloom. Indeed, the tiny mustard seed has grown into a tree, a spiritual tree 
where the faithful come to nestle in its branches of the Mass and the Sacraments. 


The true evaluation of any parish is not determined by bricks and mortar, but according to 
spiritual values. The plea of Christ to "feed my sheep" has marvelously been fulfilled by the priests 
who were honored to serve in this part of the vineyard of the Master. The spirituality of the 
parishioners has constantly inspired and edified members of the clergy who served or visited here. 
To help nourish the spiritual life of the parish, speakers of renown were invited: His Excellency, the 
Most Reverend Amadeo Cialeo, Bishop of Multan, Pakistan; the Most Reverend Francis Furey, 
Auxiliary Bishop of Philadelphia; Rev. James A. Laubacher, former rector of St. Mary's Seminary, 
Baltimore; Very Reverend Pio Laghi, Secretary to the Apostolic Delegate. 


There are other indications of deep spirituality in this parish: the large number of daily 
communicants; scores of penitents seeking God's mercy in the con- 
fessional; attendance at novenas; the deep-rooted devotion to St. 
Mauro; the fervent interest maintained in the various church societies; 
the number of religious vocations; the loyal attendance of our youth 
at Confraternity classes; the spirit of Christ-like generosity that exists 
between parishioners and priests. 


On this anniversary day, the chalice of thanksgiving runneth over. 
As we pause in reverential awe and gratitude to Our Lord and His 
Blessed Mother, for the many graces received, we also raise a 
suppliant plea for continued assistance in the future.
